We have afl4|piili|i' as the Fiscal 
Agoita of ths ' wqpftyers and people 
of UadlscHD oofrtity, for the upkeep.i 
construction, reconstruction and for 
all purposes in connection with roads, 
bridges, culverts^ and etc., about 
$50,000 each year which if used on 
^e pikes alone, would ijutke about 
$180 per mile, a sum wholly inade- 
qui^te to eveii maintain them in 
reasonably good condition, and if this 
sum were distributed over the entire 
mileage of roads it would only place 
about $67.00 ^er mile for mainten- 
ance, 'and under this arrangement no 
consideration is given to bzldgei^ or 
culverts, both of wbieh are very cost- 
ly when constructed in first class 
manner. 

The rate of taxation for all county 
purposes (other than aeboolf) brv 
which this court has the eontool was 
reduced at the April term tb^ 46 cents 
on each $100 which is the lowest tax 
rate paid in Madison epnnty since 
1897' and Is as low at'flie present 
time as the rate in any county in the 
state in which any effort is made to 
maintain reasonable public improve- 
mente and it is the settled. Jndge- 
mdnt and convicted eS flie members 
of the court lhat sound business 
pdicy would be shown in maintaining 
and extending the improvement of 
our roads and bridges In «ii^ .11iat 
the cititens of every seettea may 
lave easy access to every other por- 
tion of llie county, and this result can 
only be attained 4t oar peo|^ are 
willing to place suiRcient money at 
the disposal of the Fiscal Coort to 
pay the eoimty'a , proportion of the 
cost. 

Many counties of t^e state have al- 
ready, by voting special taxes, bonds 
and otherwise prepared to share in 
the appropriations of the stete of 
Lentucky and the National Govern- 
ment- for the purpose of improving 
their roads, and this court belives 
that tiie people of Madison county 
should likewise have ah opportunity 
to secure aid from the National 
Government, which can now be se- 
cured by contributing one-ralf of the 
cost of the improvment which will, be 
of tiie highest type of toad building 
and done under the supervision of 
Engineers of th|s government. 

The construction of new iV>ad8 has 
ceased in "the eountv on account of 
the fact that the cost of labor, ma- 
terials, and etc., has advanced to 
mch an extent* that the appropria- 
tion now made by the county to such 
new improvement is not -sufficient to 
defray more than a very small per- 
cent of the cost of new work. Undoi 
the present revenues this character 
of work togeUier with a large per- 
cent of reconstruction of old pikes 
cannot be undertaken and pushed to 
compl^on .iH should be done. 
, The foregcing are some of the 
reasons why the court ordered the 
election. >i''>ving and having every 
confidence lhat the intelligent citi- 
zenship of the county is in favor of 
good public improvenaento and always 
desires the bettermient of' the county 
and its people.

Tills budget includes uie running ex- 
penses of the organigation and an 
amount of flie home aiH* foreign Mrorh 
of'the-^temational committee and 
tralnins^ schools for secretaries. 

Each county has been assigned a 
^uota, based, upon the amounts given 
in theWar work drive, Liberty loans, 
etii^ The amount asked for in each 
condty^is about % of the amount in 
the war work campaign. 

Rev. M. T. Chandler has agreed to 
act a^ Chairman of the drive in this 
couhw. Others will . be needed to 
help him. 

Mr. K. P. Zerfoss, is the district 
secretary of Scott, Clark, Boyle, 
Madison and Garraitl- He has work- 
ed in the Coleges and in the High 
schools, and the committees promot- 
ing bible classes, play days of re- 
creation, and eonzerences. 

The State Y. M. C. A. is asking for 
money to imiproTe. Camp Daniel 
Boone. To this Camp many boys 
from tBis county have gone in the 
past. Last- summer there were about 
400 there. Of this number 243 made 
decisions for better life; 32 were 
taught to swhn and 89 awarded a 
bronze triangle, for passing . certain 
physicial, moral and mental tests. 

There werevOver 500 boys and who 
took examinations, after having com- 
pleted 8 weeks of study in bible classi- 
cs, organized in the high scools by 
the Y. M. C. A. In Mr. Zerfoss's 
District there were 6 bible classes or- 
ganized- This year there should be 
ten. The State Y. M. C. A., working 
with the State Board of Health, will 
carry out the Government pi-ogram of 
Six-Hygene, thru its secretaries .
